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EVALUATION PROCEDURES 



This publication has been prepared to assist two-year college counselors 
in counseling students who are planning to transfer to Southern Illinois 
University. Frequently students are interested in knowing what courses 
are required or suggested for a particular major; it is hoped that this 
booklet will help answer that question. The procedures followed in evalu- 
ating a student's transfer credits and determining what requirements have 
been satisfied are discussed below. 

After a transfer student has been admitted, his transfer work is evaluated 
in the Registrar's Office. This evaluation covers the student's extent of 
satisfaction of general degree and general studies requirements. Copies 
of this evaluation are mailed to the student and to the academic advisement 
center of the academic unit he will be entering at Southern. 



Evaluation of the student's satisfaction of academic unit and major require- 
ments takes place as part of his advisement process. At the time of the 
student's first advisement he should seek specific information from his 
adviser as to what he needs to do to receive that information. 



The present policy followed by Southern Illinois University regarding 
transfer of credit from two-year institutions and how that credit is evalu 
ated so far as satisfaction of general University and general studies re- 
quirements are set forth below. 



Credit transferred on or after June 1, 1967 from an accredited two-year 
institution is limited only by the provision that the student must earn 
the last 96 quarter hours required for the degree at Southern Illinois 
University or at any other approved four-year institution. In addition, 
the student must meet the University's residency requirement. 



All work presented, whether or not accepted towards the 192 hours for gradu- 
ation Centered on the student's record and is evaluated for its satisfy- 
ing of specific university, academic unit, or major requirements. n 
accepting credits for graduation requirements, three-fourths must be of C 
quality or better. If a greater quantity of D work is presented, i may 
be used toward satisfying specific related course requirements even though 
it will not apply to the amount needed for graduation. 
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When evaluating transfer work for the satisfying of general studies 
requirements, the following principles are employed; 

1. General Studies Areas A, B, and C corresponding generally 
to sciences, social sciences, and humanities, each require 
22 quarter (15 semester) hours. If transfer work in each 
of these areas totals 22 quarter hours with work in three 
different subjects, the student is considered as having 
met that area requirement even though he may not have 
taken the particular sequences or subject matter as 
required for Southern's students. In Area A, the stipula- 
tion is made that the three subjects presented must 
include work in both the biological and physical sciences, 
otherwise, the student must take a course in the science 
area he lacks. 

2. If fewer than 22 quarter hours in an area are presented, 
the student needs to complete the number which will bring 
the total to 22. This is to be done by the taking of 
general studies courses which will be nonduplicative of 
the transfer work. 

3. A student whose specialization lies within one of the 
areas (A, B, or C) may find it possible to waive six 
quarter (4 semester) hours of that area on the 300 
(junior) level. Thus, a total of 16 quarter (11 semester) 
hours would be required. 

4. Area D requires a total of 18 quarter (12 semester) hours 
in the Organization and Communication of Ideas. This 
embraces English, speech and foreign language or mathema- 
tics. Nine of the hours must consist of six quarter hours 
of English composition and three quarter hours of speech; 
the other eight quarter hours are either foreign language 
or mathematics. A special note should be made that during 
the Summer of 1966, the General Studies Committee authorized 
a change in course arrangement whereby nine quarter hours 

of English composition are required on the Carbondale campus 
with three of these hours being in a combination of composi- 
tion and literature. A transfer student who presents 
nine quarter hours of English composition or a combination 
composition and literature course will satisfy this require- 
ment. (A straight literature course will not satisfy this 
requirement but will be acceptable for other purposes) . 

5. Area E of general studies requires 3 quarter hours of 
physical education activities and 3 quarter hours of health 
education. 
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Other information that might be of assistance to the transferring student 
includes : 

1. A student entering the University with fewer than 64 quarter 
hours is placed within the General Studies Division, unless he 
is entering the Vocational-Technical Institute. Students with 
more than 64 quarter hours are admitted to one of the professional 
colleges or schools within the University provided they have 
declared a major. Students who are undecided about their major 
may be placed within the General Studies Division even though 
they have more than 64 quarter hours. 

2. A transfer student interested in obtaining a teaching certificate 
should know that admission to the University and to an academic 
unit does not admit him to the formal teacher education program. 

This must be done through the dean's office of the College of 
Education. To be eligible for the formal teacher education pro- 
gram a 3 tudent must have a minimum of 64 quarter hours of credit 
and the following grade point average: 64 through 102 quarter 

hours, a 3.000 average; 108 through 143 quarter hours, a 3.10 
average; and, more than 143 quarter hours, a 3.20 average. Pro- 
visional admission may be granted to a student having 103 through 
143 quarters and a 3.000 average with a 3.20 average in the teaching 
specialization, or for a student with more than 143 quarter hours 
who has a 3.10 through 3.19 average with a 3.30 average in his 
teaching specialization. For further information write the Dean 

of the College of Education. 

3. As Southern requires a certain number of hours to be taken in 
junior and senior level courses (64 quarter hours total) transfer 
students should seek to take upper division general studies 
courses to satisfy first or second year course requirements when 
they have had some instruction in the given area. This permits 
the student to meet both requirements by the taking of one course. 

4. The General Studies Program has a rather generous system of granting 
advance standing. A transfer student, particularly one with a good 
academic record, should seek to satisfy basic general studies require 
ments he may have by-passed by this method whenever possible. This 
does not grant credit (see .part 3 below) . 

5. The University has a proficiency examination program covering 
practically all areas of undergraduate instruction. Transfer 
students should seek to earn credit hours through this procedure 
whenever possible.

Admission to most law schools in future years will ordinarily require a bachelor's 
degree. For this reason, all pre-law students should elect a major upon completion 
of the general studies requirements. Most law schools do not define any limits, group 
of majors, or even courses which a student must have for admission. Most of them are 
interested in students with a liberal education emphasizing the development of skill 
with language, reasoning power, and a broad knowledge of human institutions. While 
this leaves the student considerable leeway in selecting an academic area of concentra- 
tion it should be emphasized that the selection of a major for an individual interested 
in law can be a delicate matter to be carried out in the light of all the help available 
from his pre-legal advisor, lawyer friends, and even the law schools in which he is 

interested. 

Students who enter into a collegiate program effective with the 1968 Fall Quarter or 
thereafter and who expect to graduate from the College of Liberal Arts and Sciences 
are required to complete either two years of foreign language and one year of mathe- 
matics or two years of mathematics and one year of foreign language.
